Commiffioners, or a lawful quorum of them, fhall be deemed and taken 
as evidence of the true improved yearly value of fuch Benefice, Living 
.or Curacy, and of the maintenance of every fuch Minifter as aforefaid, 
unlefs and until by any change in circumftances the value of fuch Bene- 
lice, Living or Curacy, or the maintenance of fuch Parfon, Vicar, Curate 
or Minifter fhall be increafed, and the fame fhall appear to have been fo 
increafed in value, by a new Certificate of the Archbifhop or Bifhop 
of the Dioeefe, to be returned, entered and attefted in manner before- 
mentioned. 

_ 2 i And be it further Enabled, That whenever any fum of Money fhall 
have been advanced to any Incumbent under the provifion of an Aft made 
in the forty-third year of His prefent Majefty’s Reign, intituled, “ An 
“ Aft to enable the Commiftioners of Firft: Fruits in Ireland to lend cer- 
« tain fums of Money (Interefl: free) to Incumbents of Benefices there, for 
“ the purpofe of enabling them to ereft or purchafe Glebe Houfes and Of- 
flees convenient for their refid encies, and to purchafe Glebe Lands fit and 
“ convenient for the ereftion of fuch Houfes and Offices, and to make pro- 
“ vifiou for the repayment of all Loans fo to be made by the faidCommif- 
“ fioners,” it fhall and may be lawful for the Archbifhop or Bifhop within 
whole Dioeefe the Benefice fhall be fituate in refpeft whereof fuch Money 
lhall have been fo advanced, at any time after the expiration of three years 
from the firft advance of fuch Money, to iftfue a Commiffion under his hand 
and feal of office, empowering and requiring certain Perfons therein 
named to make enquiry whether the Money fo advanced has been duly ex- 

22 pended in manlier required by the laid recited A61 in making the Ereftions, 
Buildings or Purchafes, for the purpofe of which fuch Money was fo ad- 
vanced, and if on fuch enquiry it fhall appear that the faid Money, or any 
Part thereof, hath not been fo duly expended, it fhall and may be lawful 
for fuch Archbifhop or Bifhop to iffue an Order in writing under his hand 
and feal, requiring the Incumbent of fuch Benefice to complete fuch Erec- 
tions, Buildings or Purchafes, within Six Months after the date of fiich 
Order, which Order fhall be delivered to fuch Incumbent, or left at his 
nfual or laft place of abode, and alfo at the houfe of Relidence (if any 
&ch there be) belonging to fuch Benefice ; and in cafe of noncompliance 
with fuch Order, it fhall be lawful for fuch Archbifhop or Bifhop to fe- 
quefler the profits of the Benefice of fuch Incumbent until fuch Order fhall 
be complied with, or fufficient reafon for fuch honcompliance fhall be given 
to the fatisfaftion of the faid Archbifhop or Bifhop, and to direft by any 
Order to be made for that purpofe under his hand the application of fuch 

-3 Profits, after dednfting the neceftary expences of ferving the Cure either in 
the whole or in fuch proportion as he fhall think fit towards the completion 
of fuch Ereftion, Building or Purchafe refpeftively, on account of which 
fuch Money fhall have been fo advanced, and fuch Incumbent fit all alfo be 
liable to the Payment of Interefl, and to all the other rules, regulations and 
direftions with refpeft to the repayment of the Money fo advanced, as in 
the faicl recited Aft of the forty -third year are mentioned, exprefied and
